Brewster Memorial Gym 10:00 A. M. 


The meeting was held in the Brewster Memorial Gym to 
accommodate the Senior Citizens of the Town and those who were 
unable to climb the stairs at the former place of voting. 


Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the meeting was called 
to order at 10:00 A. M. by the moderator, Robert F. Thurrell. 


The Moderator read the first two articles pertaining to the 
election of Town Officers. 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, and 
Collector of Taxes for the ensuing year; one Auditor for two 
years, one Selectman for three years, one Trustee of Trust 
Funds for three years, one Library Trustee for three years, one 
Water & Sewer Commissioner for three years, five members of 
the Budget Committee, three for three years, and one for two 
years, and one for one year, one Parks and Playgrounds Com- 
missioner, for three years, one Fire Commissioner for three 
years, one Municipal Electric Light Commissioner for three years, 
one Police Commissioner for three years, and one or more Over- 
seers of the Poor for one year. 


Motion made and seconded to adopt Article 1. Voice vote 
was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 2. To choose one highway agent, or to instruct 
the Selectmen to appoint one Highway Agent. Norman A. Hale 
made the motion to refrain from taking any action on Article 2 
and the remaining articles of the Warrant until the evening meet- 
ing when the Articles would be acted upon. Motion was seconded, 
voice vote was in the affirmative, and so declared by the 
Moderator. 


Balloting started at 10:00 A.M. 


(PREG 


The meeting was called to order by the Moderator, Robert 
F. Thurrell, at which time the Polls were closed until after the 
Articles were acted upon. The moderator read the remaining 
articles of the Warrant, Article 2 through 15. 


Article 2. To choose one highway agent, or to instruct the 
Selectmen to appoint one Highway Agent. Lawrence S. Toms 
made a motion to amend Article 2 to read: “To authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint the Town Highway Agent beginning with 
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the Town Meeting of 1967.” The motion was seconded to adopt 
the amendment as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative, and 
so declared by the moderator. Discussion was held on the article 
as amended and Raymond Berry asked the Selectmen why they 
wanted to take the Highway Agent off the ballot. Edward 
Zulauf explained that in prior years the Selectmen were 
authorized to appoint the Highway Agent and he felt that the 
Highway Agents’ job should not be up for grabs each year. 
Also, that the Selectmen felt a better qualified man could be 
obtained if the job had more continuity. 


The motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 2 as 
amended. Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by 
the Moderator. 


Article 3. To choose all other Town Officers and Agents. 
Motion made by Norman A. Hale to adopt Article 3 as read. 
Motion seconded; voice vote was in the affirmative and so 
declared by the Moderator. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to sell any property taken by tax title or otherwise. Lawrence 
S. Toms made the motion to adopt Article 4 as read. Seconded 
by Norman A. Hale; voice vote was in the affirmative and so 
declared by the Moderator. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to authorize the Tax Collector to allow a discount on 
real estate taxes if paid before December Ist, at a rate of discount 
not to exceed the rate at which the Town can borrow money 
on short term notes. Norman A. Hale made the motion to adopt 
the article as read. Seconded by Alvin R. White; voice vote was 
in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to hire a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in anticipation 
of taxes. Lawrence 8S. Toms made the motion to adopt the 
article as read. Motion seconded; voice vote was in the affirma- 
tive and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Tax Collector to appoint a Deputy under the provisions of 
Section 42, Chapter 80 of the Revised Laws of 1942 as amended 
by Chapter 7 of the Laws of 1945. Otis W. Bird, Sr. made a 
suggestion that a motion be made to amend the Article to read 
“to appoint a deputy with the approval of the Board of Select- 
men.” Edward W. Zulauf said it could not be amended as it is a 
State Law that the Tax Collector appoint his own deputy. George 
W. Nary, Tax Collector, stated the duties and remuneration of 
the deputy. Duties were to act in his stead -- remuneration, 
“Good Will.” A motion was made by John McDermott, and 
seconded by Russell G. Claflin to adopt the article as read. Voice 
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vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will approve and adopt the 
recommendations of the Budget Committee and raise and 
appropriate the various sums contained in the report and listed 
in the Budget. Lawrence 8. Toms made the motion to pass over 
Article 8 until Articles 9, 10, and 11 were disposed of. Seconded; 
voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Modera- 
tor. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to borrow the sum 
of Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00) by the issuance of ten 
year serial notes. The purpose for which will be an accelerated 
program of water meter purchase and installation. Lawrence 5S. 
Toms made the motion to amend Article 9 to insert the words 
following the words -- “Town will’ -- authorize the Waiter & 
Sewer Dept. to borrow -- the sum of $40,000.00. John McDermoit 
stated that the Article should indicate the borrowing was done 
with the authority of the Town. After further discussion, Eric 
Erickson made a motion which was seconded by Russell G. 
Claflin that the amendment simply add to Article 9, the words -- 
“the 10 year serial notes to be repaid from the earnings of the 
Water and Sewer Dept.” The Moderator then called for a vote on 
the .atter amendment which passed in the affirmative. A motion 
was made and seconded to pass Article 9 as amended. Voice vote 
was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. This 
vote was a two thirds vote, which is necessary when borrowing 
money. To clear up any question on the pendency of the amenc- 
ing motion originally proposed by Lawrence S. Toms, the 
Moderator called for a negative vote to defeat the addition of 
the original wording proposed by Lawrence 8. Toms. Voice vote 
was in the negative and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow on the credit of the Town, the sum of Twenty-four 
Thousand Dollars ($24,000.00) for the Purchase of Highway 
Equipment and Grader. A motion was made by Lawrence \S. 
Toms to adopt Article 10 as read. Seconded by Norman A. Hale; 
voice pou was in the affirmative and declared by the moderator 
as a ~4% vote in the affirmative necessary when raising money. 


eel 11. To see if the Town will vote to purchase the 
Varney Property, (formerly the Esso Station) and to issue five 
year serial notes to total Twenty ‘Thousand Dollars, ($20,000.00). 
And to further instruct the Selectmen to endeavor to obtain 
funds from the Urban Beautification Program of the Federal 
Government to be used for this project. The motion was made 
by Charles Foss, Jr. to pass over Article 11; it was seconded. 
Discussion on the Article followed with comments from Russell 
G. Claflin, Roy Argersinger, and Edward W. Zulauf. Voice vote 
taken wes in the negative to pass over the Article and so dec ared 
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by the Moderator. Lawrence S. Toms made the motion to adopt 
Article 11 as read. Seconded by Warren Brodrick. Richard 8. 
Clarke made a motion to vote by show of hands. Seconded by 
Raymond Berry. Voice vote was in the negative for a show of 
hands. Voice vote to adopt the Article 11 as read was questioned 
by the Moderator. Therefore, he asked for a show of hands, 
with the following results: yes 212; no 125; needed for a 24 
vote was 224, therefore, it was a vote in the negative and so 
declared by the Moderator. John Dickinson made a motion for 
a recount, seconded by John Corson. Second vote of show of 
hands showed the following results: yes 190; no 132; needed 
for a 24 vote was 214, it was a vote in the negative and so 
declared by the Moderator. 


Article 8. Norman A. Hale made the motion that the 
Town approve and adopt the recommendations of the Budget 
Committee and raise and appropriate the various sums contained 
in the report and listed in the Budget, subject to the following:

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to set up a five 
member study committee consisting of a representative of the 
Municipal Electric Department, one member of the Board of 
Selectmen, one member of the Budget Committee, and two other 
members to be selected by the other three, to examine and study 
the operation of the Municipal Electric Department, to seek such 
professional advise as they may deem necessary, and make 
appropriate recommendations at a special Town Meeting to be 
held in October 1966. The first three members of the study 
committee shall be appointed by their respective departments. 
Any expenses incurred shall be borne by the Municipal Electric 
Department up to a limit of three thousand dollars. This article 
is recommended by the Budget Committee. Richard S. Clarke 
moved the Article be adopted as read. Seconded by Gordon A. 
Reade, voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the 
Moderator. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will accept the following 
recommendations of the Budget Committee: 


1. Establish a seven-man study committee to examine the 
present operation of the Highway Garage with a view of expan- 
sion to a Department of Public Works Garage. 


2. The committee to be comprised of the following: The 
Highway Agent, two Selectmen, two members of the Budget 
Committee, the Superintendents of the Municipal Light Depart- 
ment and Water and Sewer Department. 


3. The scope of the study to include not only present 
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operation, but also the expansion, personnel requirements of the 
expansion, central purchasing for all town agencies and depart- 
ments, adequate bookkeeping procedures to insure the proper 
assignment of charges, and the feasibility of providing additional 
service of transportation vehicles for the Regional School 
District. 


4. To hold at least two public hearings prior to making a 
public report at a special Town meeting in October 1966. 


5. To submit recommendations in Article form to the next 
Annual Town Meeting. 


The motion was made by Lawrence S. Toms to adopt the 
Article as read. Seconded by Alvin R. White; voice vote was in 
the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will establish a Town 
Conservation Commission as set forth in R.S.A. 36-A. There 
was discussion pro and con. A motion was made by Charles Foss, 
Jr. to adopt the Article as read, seconded by Mildred Beach; voice 
vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the Moderator. 


Article 15. To transact any other business that may come 
before this meeting. Kenneth Jordan asked what was to be done 
about the sidewalks to Kingswood Regional High School. 
Lawrence S. Toms stated there was a conflict with the State, 
and until there was an agreement, the $12,000.00 would be 
carried in escrow. 


Motion was made by Edward W. Zulauf to adjourn the 
meeting as there was no further business. Motion seconded.

Pursuant to the foregoing warrant, the meeting was called 
to order by the Moderator, Robert F. Thurrell. After the reading 
of the warrant, the following Articles were acted upon: 


Article I. To act on a report with appropriate recommenda- 
tions to be given by the Study Committee of the Municipal 
Electric Department, as voted at the March 8, 1966 town meeting, 
Article 12. 


Lawrence S. Toms, Chairman of the Study Committee, read 
the report of the Municipal Electric Department Study Committee 
as follows: 


The committee designated by the action of the March 
Town Meeting is required by that Article to make a report 
with recommendations at a special town meeting to be held 
in October. This Committee, is comprised of Gerald Brigge- 
man, representing the Budget Committee, H. EK. Erickson, 
the Electric Department, Lawrence S. Toms, the Board of 
Selectmen, John Ballard and Leonard Hubbard. The latter 
two being chosen by the first three members. The Committee 
has held ten meetings since March and has outlined a 
survey of such broad scope that the members were required 
to see an engineering firm to furnish the needed answers 
and recommendations. To this end the firm of Rollins, King, 
and McKone of Manchester, New Hampshire has _ been 
retained. This firm is now making a study of the facilities 
and will recommend the future expansion and improvement 
of the Municipal Electric Department. This report will not 
be available to the commitvee until the first of February. 
Without the technical advice contained in this report, the 
committee cannot make a suitable report and can make but 
one recommendation and that being “The continuation of 
the Electric Department Study Committee until the March 
Town Meeting.” 


Lawrence 8S. Toms made the motion to accept the report of 
the Study Committee as read, motion was seconded. 


Richard 8. Clarke made an amendment to dissolve the Study 
Committee, which was seconded. 


There was lengthy discussion pro and con as to whether it 
would be advisable to discontinue the Study Committee at this 
time. 


It was brought to the attention of those voters present that 
the Study Committee had been voted in at the 1966 March 
Town Meeting. Therefore, it would seem logical to continue on 
until the 1967 March Town Meeting when a majority of the 
voters of the town would be present. 


A vote was then taken on the amendment to dissolve the 
Study Committee. Voice vote was in the negative and so declared 
by the Moderator. Therefore, the Amendment was defeated. 


Vote on the original motion made by Lawrence S. Toms was 
passed. The moderator declared it a voice vote in the affirmative 
for the continuation of the Study Committee until the March 
Town Meeting.

The Study Committee (H. Erickson, Manager, Munici- 
pal Electric Department: N. Harriman, Budget Committee: 
L. Moore, Highway Agent: N. Moore, Board of Selectmen: 
F. Osgood, Superintendent, Water & Sewer Department: W. 
Whiting, Budget Committee and E. Zulauf, Board of Select- 
men) recommend the following. | 


1. That a garage facility of approximately 7,000 
square feet at a cost of apsroximately $45,000.00 be 
constructed at the present location of the Highway Depart- 
ment on Pine Hill Road. Such garage facility to include 
space for the Electric Department, Highway Department, 
Water and Sewer Department, Police Department, and other 
Town Departments including space for one school bus. 


2. That the administration, accounting and responsi- 
bility of the repair facilities, now under the jurisdiction of 
the Highway Department, be transferred to a_ separate 
department to be known as the Town Maintenance Garage 
or Public Works Garage. This new department will be 
responsible for the administration of the department, 
including all necessary personnel and for the keeping of 
records which will show the individual maintenance cost of 
each town owned vehicle. 


5. Inasmuch as there is a proven savings in purchasing 


gasoline, lubricating oil, greases, etc. under the State 
Purchasing contract, it is recommended that the Town 
participate in these purchases as soon as possible. 


4. In order to realize the maximum savings in all the 
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Departments it is recommended that it be made mandatory 
for all Town Departments to purchase their gasoline, oil, 
greases, etc. at the “Town Garage.” To participate in the 
State Contract purchase it will be necessary for the Town 
to provide a gasoline storage tank, gas pump and meter, 
air compressor, and greasing equipment. It is estimated 
that the total cost including a 5,000 gallon storage tank, 
will be less than $2,000.00. 


Gerald Briggeman made the motion to accept the report. 
Gordon A. Reade seconded the motion. 


There was discussion on this report. Questions were asked 
and those in the know tried to answer. Edward W. Zulauf 
suggested the voters accept the report as read, then go over each 
item separately. This might save time and confusion. 


The Moderator called for a vote on the motion as made. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative and so declared by the 
Moderator to accept the report of the Town Highway Garage 
Study Committee. 


Each item was then discussed individually. The voters having 
a chance to ask questions on same.

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REPORT OF HIGHWAY GARAGE STUDY COMMITTEE 


Recommendations: 


1. That a combination garage, stock rooms, crew rooms, 
and repair facility be constructed on the Town owned land on 
Pine Hill Road. The building to be 60’ wide by 120’ long construc- 
ted of steel. The building to provide garage facilities, stock rooms, 
and crew rooms for both the Municipal Electric Department and 
the Water and Sewer Department and to include (1500 square 
feet) of floor area for maintenance of town owned vehicles. 


2. That the administration and responsibility of operation 
be vested in a separate board to be known as the “Board of 
Public Works Garage.” The Board to be made up of one member 
each from the Board of Selectmen; Water and Sewer Department, 
Board of Commissioners; Municipal Electric Department, Board 
of Commissioners. 


3. That the “Board of Public Works Garage” organize and 
oversee the operation of the garage as described in No. 1; initiate 
such records as may be necessary to reflect accurate operating 
costs of all Town owned vehicles; apportion the costs of garage 
operation; purchase fuel, lubricating supplies, repair and replace- 
ment materials, tools and other items necessary; and employ such 
personnel as deemed necessary to fulfill these responsibilities.

To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell any property taken by tax title or otherwise. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to authorize the Tax Collector to allow a discount on 
real estate taxes if paid before December Ist, at a rate of discount 
not to exceed the rate at which the Town can borrow money on 
short term notes. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to hire a sum of money necessary to pay expenses in antic- 
ipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Tax Collector to appoint a Deputy under the provisions of Section 
42, Chapter 80 of the Revised Laws of 1942 as amended ae Chap- 
ter 7 of the Laws. of 1945. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will approve and adopt the 
recommendations of the Budget Committee and raise and appro- 
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priate the various sums contained in this report and listed in the 
Budget. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town wiil vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of $14,500.00, by issuing 5 year serial notes, to 
purchase a Hough H - 60 Loader. (Thies Article is recommended 
by the Budget Committee. ) 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
$4,000.00 for the purchase, by the Town, of the Varney property 
(formerly the Esso Station), located on South Main Street, for 
the creation and maintenance of a Town Park. The sum so raised 
will be added to gift funds heretofore made to the Town and 
received by a committee representing the Town for this purpose. 
(This Article is reeommended by the Budget Committee.) 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
recommendations of the Town Highway Garage Study Committee 
to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed $50,000.00, said sum 
to be raised by 10 year serial notes, for the construction of a 
60’ x 120’ Public Works Garage facility on Town owned land on 
Pine Hill Road. Cost of construction to be allocated as follows: 
40% Municipal Electric Department, 40% Water and Sewer De- 
partments and 20% by other participating Departments. (This 
Article is recommended by the Budget Committee.) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell the South Wolfeboro School house to the Wolfeboro 
Arts and Crafts Association, a non-profit corporation, at a price 
to be recommended to the Selectmen by two appraisers appointed 
by the Selectmen. Such sale to be contingent upon approval of a 
variance by the Zoning Board of Adjustment, and to be subject to 
the further condition that if the said Association at some future 
time were dissolved or moved from the school house property, the 
Town would have the option to repurchase the property at a 
future price to be recommended to the Selectmen by two apprais- 
ers appointed at that time by the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the amount of $18,000.00 on 10 year serial notes for 
use of the Water and Sewer Department to purchase a new pick- 
up truck, and for construction or replacement of lines to the filter 
bed, Pleasant Valley Road and Kingswood Shore. 

(This Article is reeommended by the Budget Committee.) 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,100.00 for the Carroll County Commun- 
ity Services. By petition. (This Article is recommended by the 
Budget Committee.) 
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ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of $36,000.00 ($30,000.00 of this amount to 
be in the form of 5 year serial notes) for replanning, rebuilding 
and paving Sewall Road from the Navy Yard to North Main 
Street. (By petition). This Article is recommended by the Budget 
Committee. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of $15,000.00 ($10,000.00 of this amount to be 
in the form of 5 year serial notes) to be spent on College Road for 
an engineering survey and plan from Route 28 to Bryant Road 
and to construct a new bridge over Willey Brook. (By petition). 
This Article is reeommended by the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will appoint a Study Com- 
mittee to be comprised of one hourly wage employee from each 
department, chosen by the other employees of that department, 
and two members to be chosen by the Budget Committee and one 
member to be chosen by the Selectmen. Where only two such 
employees exist in a department, they will draw lots to determine 
who shall represent their department. The purpose of this Com- 
mittee is to recommend to the Town a fair wage and employment 
formula that can be adopted for Town employees to cover the 
following areas: 


Hiring; base pay from job description, salary increases based 
on job skill, level of skill within job category, length of service, 
hours worked, work load, prevailing wages paid for similar jobs 
in surrounding areas, vacation time, paid holidays, cost-of-living 
clause, grievance procedures and firing; and related topics. 


The wage Study Committee will hold one public hearing and 
publish its findings and recommendations and also report same 
to the Budget Committee prior to December 31, 1967 in order for 
the Budget Committee to study their recommendations and pass 
upon them so they can be presented before the regular Town Meet- 
ing of 1968. 


The departments to be included would be the Water and 
Sewer Department, Police Department, Municipal Electric De- 
partment, Selectmen’s office, the Highway Department and the 
Fire Department. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $775.00 to construct a pond on land of 
Robert Hopewell for the purpose of providing fire protection for 
houses in that area of Cotton Mountain, and providing further 
that the Town acquires at no additional cost a grant or easement 
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from Robert Hopewell of a sufficient legal interest in said pond 
to warrant the expenditure of public funds. 


ARTICLE 19. And to conduct such other business as may 
legally come before the meeting.

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Selectmen’s Progress Report 


During the past year the Board has been given many added 
duties, usually of a voluntary nature, but for the overall benefit 
of the Town. Due to the negative action of last years Town Meet- 
ing a group was formed to procure the Esso station by private 
donation to match a very generous gift which has the stipulation 
that a matching amount be solicited from individuals. Although 
the Board had no official capacity because of the Town Meeting 
action, we, nonetheless, gave our support, arranged meetings with 
the principals involved, and assisted with the clerical duties. The 
ensuing year will see the fruition of these public spirited people 
who have given of time and funds to make our town the best, if 
not the oldest summer resort. 


Forest Road was completed with the cooperation of the Town 
Highway Department and the State Highway Department. A fine 
road has been provided that is safer and easier to maintain. The 
improvement to the beach area at the Carry is the most signific- 
ant with relocation of the road away from the beach and the pro- 
vision for more parking facilities as well asa grassed area for 
family recreation. 


In the latter part of the year the Brewster Town Hall Build- 
ing was renovated to provide a District Court room. With the 
direction of the Board and the guidance of Judge Thayer, a very 
worthy hall of justice was provided. During this next year, it is 
hoped that the Municipal Electric Department will move to this 
building to provide consolidation of all town departments. 


As part of the official duties and by far the most important 
is the assessment of real estate for tax purposes. In recent years 
new buildings and recently subdivided properties as well as port- 
ions of the town were assessed or the assessments reviewed. Un- 
fortunately there is never enough time to review the sufficient 
number of properties to correct all the inequities that do exist. It 
is the sincere hope that within the next several years the existing 
errors of assessment may be corrected. Several aids in this direct- 
ion would be most beneficial. One, all existing plot plans in the 
hands of surveyors, lawyers, and real estate agents to be copied at 
town expense. Secondly, the formation of a town registry of deeds 
to aid in the establishment of bounds of properties, especially 
those which are only partly sold. Along these same lines it is of 
interest to note that the valuation of assessed properties has in- 
creased nearly two million dollars in the past five years. Also 
worthy of mention is the increasing number of sub-divisions 
which have been started in the past few years. These developments 
increase the dollar volume of taxes, however, unless proper plann- 
ing has been carried out, increased outlays for road repair, sewer, 
and water lines, as well as fire and police problems can cost those 
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newcomers and the previous residents increased tax dollars. The 
Board has been ever vigilant to see that no developer fosters on 
the Town a road, which in the very near future, will necessitate a 
large expenditure. To this end, a recorded guideline for the 
acceptance of roads has been drawn up. No town road will be 
accepted unless these specifications are satisfied.

BUDGET COMMITTEE’S REPORT 


The Budget Committee has consulted with the Selectmen, 
Commissioners and Department Heads regarding their budget 
requests for the orderly development, protection and maintenance 
of town property and services for the town’s citizens. 

The Town of Wolfeboro continues to grow with new con- 
struction that increases the assessed valuation and thus gives an 
increase in tax revenue. 

Again a large group of citizens attended the public hearing 
held in January at Carpenter School where we heard the various 
departments present their budget and explain their desires for 
the coming year. 

Appropriations recommended by the Budget Committee ex- 
cluding utilities: $433,164.60 

Estimated revenue, excluding utilities: Boa doaelg 


Estimated amount to be raised by 
property taxes: $198,232.41 

The Water and Sewer Department and the Municipal Electric 
Department budgets appear elsewhere in the town report as these 
are self-sustaining departments. 

Modest increases have been requested by the various depart- 
ments mainly to offset the cost of living increases. The larger in- 
creases are listed as follows: 


GENERAL GOVERNMENT 
The remodeling of the town offices and new municipal court- 
room has been nearly completed. We have again added funds to 
enable all town departments to have office space at one location. 


PROTECTION OF PERSONS AND PROPERTY 

The budget of the Police Department was very carefully re- 
viewed. Salary increases were allowed as requested. Part time 
salaries were increased because of the heavy demand for service 
in the summer. The trading in of an old cruiser for a new one was 
also approved. 

The Fire Department’s budget included an increase for 
salaries and a request for additional call boxes to provide better 
fire protection. 

STREET LIGHTING 

The Municipal Electric Department will now bill the town in 

full for street lights and electricity furnished town owned build- 


ings. They will reimburse the town for the full amount of 
$15,250.00. 


OUTLAY FOR NEW CONSTRUCTION 
AND PERMANENT IMPROVEMENT 


The following projects were approved: Hardy Hill, $1,000.00; 
Trotting Track Road, $1,000.00; Carry Beach $1,000.00; Mast 
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Landing, $500.00; Webster Road $1,500.00; Dam _ Repair, 
$1,000.00; unexpended balance of $7,600.00 to be spent on cul- 
verts and headers. 


TOWN CONSTRUCTION 

Reconstruction of Sewall Road and College Road by petition 
was approved by the Budget Committee. 

Sewall Road: Construction from the Boat Yard to North 
Main Street at a cost not to exceed $36,000.00; $30,000.00 of 
which is to be raised by 5 year serial notes. 

College Road: Approved $15,000.00 of which $10,000.00 is 
to be raised by 5 year serial notes. This money will be spent on 
a survey and plans for all future construction and the rebuilding 
of the bridge over Willey Brook. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 
Last summer the Highway Department’s loader was in need 
of excessive repairs so the Budget Committee allowed them to 
rent a new loader. The full amount of the rental is to be deducted 
from the original cost if the balance of $14,500 to purchase the 
loader is approved at town meeting. 


NEW BUILDINGS 
Elsewhere in this Town Report is a report of the Town 
Highway Garage Study Committee. This report was presented at 
a special Town Meeting in October and accepted. As the town 
continues to grow we should consider combining the many 
different departments. This could result in a financial saving, 
more efficient service and less duplication of equipment and 
labor among the departments. The construction of this garage 
would be a step in this direction. 
The Budget Committee thanks the Selectmen, the Commis- 
sioners, Department Heads and the town secretarial staff for 
their assistance in preparing this budget.

TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


I have been your tax collector since September 28th, 1966 
when I was appointed by the Selectmen to fill Mr. Nary’s unex- 
pired term. The last quarter of the year was a busy one as my 
first job was to mail the property tax bills on October 1st. Due to 
the increased tax rate the property tax warrant for 1966 was 
more than $94,000 over 1965. 


At the close of the year the uncollected taxes amounted to 
$116,597.35. Of this amount $118,976.46 represented property 
taxes, $612.00 for poll taxes, $168.89 for yield taxes, and $1840.00 
for State head taxes. As interest at the rate of 6% is charged on 
property taxes after December Ist, and a 50¢ penalty fee is 
charged on all head taxes after that date, it is in the taxpayer’s 
best interest to see that their bills are paid before December ist, 
when they can also take advantage of a discount, and avoid the 
interest and penalty charges. 


I was at the town office three afternoons a week until the 
end of the year when I changed to every afternoon except Satur- 
day. I have enjoyed being your tax collector and appreciate the 
confidence the Selectmen placed in me. I also want to thank Mr. 
and Mrs. Nary for all the help they have given me since I was 
appointed.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER

Subject: Report of Health Officer for year 1966 


The year of 1966 has been a relatively healthy year as far as 
contagious and infectious diseases. There has been an increase 
in the number of streptococcus sore throats and, through the 
cooperative efforts of the New Hampshire Heart Association 
and the New Hampshire State Board of Health, the diagnosis 
by throat culture has been facilitated. 


The beginning of Medicare in July, 1966 has not been too 
much of a problem so far, but the need for Extended Care 
Facilities in connection with Huggins Hospital is obvious. Also, 
there is a need for an expansion of the facilities of the local 
Public Health Association. 


Dr. Harold E. Gregory, who has_ been a physician in 
Wolfeboro for twenty years, transferred his practice to Keene, 
New Hampshire, and he will be missed greatly. We have been 
fortunate in having two young physicians transfer their 
practices to Wolfeboro in the persons of Dr.-Charles Barbarisi, 
and Dr. Donald Walsh. Dr. Barbarisi is devoting his practice to 
Surgery, and is the Chief of Surgery at Huggins Hospital. Dr. 
Walsh is practicing Surgery and General Practice. Both Doctors 
Barbarisi and Walsh are certified by the American Board of 
Surgery. 


It is hoped that in this coming year an all-out effort will 
be made by everybody concerned to have all children from the 
age of 9 months thru the 2nd grade of school receive vaccination 
against measles. This is the aim of the American Medical Associa- 
tion and it should be our local aim.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
WATER DEPARTMENT — 1966 


The main line meter reading for this year was 150,099,000 
gallons which shows a drop of 60,183,000 gallons over last year 
and a drop of 125,112,000 gallons over the 1864 reading. This 
is due partly to the new altitude valve installed at the North 
Main Street tank and partly because people have become a little 
more water conscious from the past few years of drought. 

The relief valve that was on the hydrant at Mill Street has 
been removed and installed in a permanent pit beside the Mill 
Street Sewer Station with an underground outlet to the lake. 
This valve has to be on the line because of the altitude valve 
being installed on North Main Street stopping overflow at that 
point. The overflow pipe served as a relief in case of surge. 
Without it it is necessary to have a relief valve to guard against 
surge which, it has been estimated, could go as high as 560 Ibs. 
per square inch in the downtown area should a hydrant or a large 
break in the line be shut down too fast. 

The meter program did not progress as rapidly as planned 
although 499 were added this year. It is believed that, after the 
first three months of 1967, readings could be taken and charges 
made on meter with the July billing. Those who do not have 
meters at that time would either stay on the fixture rate or have 
the department estimate the water usage and rebate any over- 
charge after the meter has been in for a corresponding period. 

The water level at Beech Pond came back last spring to 
within two and a half feet of high water. At present it is down 
forty-seven inches from high water. The outlook for a full 
pond this spring is very good if we get a good snow depth as 
there is much more ground water than we had last year.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
SEWER DEPARTMENT — 1966 


Progress in this Department has been slow this year. 

Approximately 100 ft. of six inch tile had to be replaced on 
South Main Street due to roots. There were also approximately 
20 ft. replaced on Clark Road. 

Maintenance and repairs on lines ran a little above average 
due to past drought conditions. 

The war on pollution on Town, State, and Federal levels is 
going’ to be waged a little stronger during the next few years and 
this will make the cost of operation and construction of the De- 
partment go up. There will be some aid given by the State and 
Federal Government but the Department will have to carry most 
of the expense. People are asked again to cooperate and remove 
all cellar drains from the system and are also asked not to remove 
clean out plugs that are at floor level to drain a flooded cellar. 
This practice not only adds a great amount of water to the system 
for treatment, which is expensive to the town citizens, but, also, 
when the water is gone, sewer gases which, besides giving off an 
obnoxious odor, are highly explosive. 

The Department in the past has lacked the time to check 
each individual home for violations but, with the meter program, 
the meter reader will be instructed to check on drains and sump 
pump discharge lines. Violators will be notified by the Depart- 
ment. Storm drains are a legal means of getting rid of any 
clean water.

Wolfeboro Police Commission 
YEAR 1966 


‘This report is being written in the new quarters of the police 
department which were mentioned in last year’s report as being 
under construction. We moved in, lock, stock and barrel prior to 
Town Meeting last March and we now enjoy quarters which are 
clean and presentable. This has a good effect on the morale of the 
men in the department as well as being of great benefit to the 
general public, with whom we come in contact. The station is 
located in front of the building and easily accessible to all. 


At this writing the room next door to the police station is 
under construction and will be used as the new quarters for the 
Wolfeboro District Court, and when completed will be second to 
none in New Hampshire and a courtroom of which we all may be 
proud. — ) 


The past year was a busy one for this department, due, in 
part to the great influx of summer visitors as well as those who 
have purchased homes for year around living and to those who 
have made purchases of many lots and are in the process of 
building new homes. 


Traffice proved to bea major problem with the large number 
of vehicles which were in evidence throughout the entire summer. 
It would appear that plans must soon be made to alleviate the 
bottleneck of vehicles within the center of town and at Pickering 
Corner. 


The following report will speak for itself with regards to the 
many activities of this department and some changes will: be 
noted in a comparison with last year’s activities, most noticeable 
being in the drop in juvenile complaints. It would seem that this 
is a step in the right direction and would indicate that the policies 
of this department with regards to the young people are 
beginning to show good results. This accomplishment cannot be 
measured in dollars and cents and it is hoped that additional 
funds will be made available to the department so that more 
effort can be expended along these lines. A great amount of credit 
in this phase of our work is due to the many faculty members of 
the schools within the Town. They have been untiring in their 
efforts and have furnished this department with much. profes- 
sional advice as well as ‘personal contact and have always been at 
the disposal of the department. 


The Mental Health Services came into being during the fall 
months under the direction of Mr. Henry McCrillis and this 
department has benefited a great deal by their cooperation and 
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professional hélp and willingness to assist whenever approached. 
We are most fortunate to have such a service within our Town 
and staff members such as Mr. McCrillis, Dr. Schell and Joanne 
-Lovering. 

This department has had occasion to work closely with the 

Probation and Welfare Departments throughout the year and has 
been greatly assisted by them. They are all dedicated public 
‘employees and so often are not recognized for the services which 
they make available to our Town. 
‘. As always, this department has had occasion to work closely 
with Huggins Hospital, quite often to our benefit and Mr. Waters 
and his staff have been more than kind at all times. We are most 
‘fortunate to have such an institution within our midst and we 
hope that the townspeople will continue to support the hospital 
‘whenever called upon to do so. 


be The many activities in Town during the past year appeared 
‘to be very successful and because of the added activities and large 
tattendance, this department found it necessary to call upon out 
side departments for assistance, on both the County and State 
ievel and we have never been refused. We enjoy good relations 
with all of these departments and will continue to do so, as it 
would appear that each department is dependent upon the other 
to..a degree and would find it difficult and almost impossible to 
exist without the cooperation of all. 


Through donations of many friends, several pieces of equip- 
ment have been added to the department. This equipment would 
amount to several hundreds of dollars if purchased which would 
be impossible due to our limited budget. One such donation being 
‘a good supply of tear gas and smoke grenades. This type of 
‘equipment is expensive and would have been out of reach had we 
had to purchase it. 


:°: The department has had several sessions of pistol practice 
‘and instruction and has attended several seminars of various 
subjects, all of which have been of great value to the department. 
‘The total number of hours of training amounting to one hundred 
and eighteen all of which have been donated by the members of 
the department. An amount of three hundred dollars to be spent 
for training is being asked for in this year’s budget and it is 
‘hoped that this amount will be forthcoming so that men may be 
sent to St. Anselm’s College in Manchester for advanced training 
-as well as to attend seminars, when ever possible. 


The Department wishes to thank all town departments as 
well as those who have given aid and assistance throughout the 
past year and we sincerely hope that the rapport which has 
existed among all departments will continue, and grow.

Report of the Librarian 


The year 1966 brought changes in personnel responsible for 
our library due to the sudden death of Mr. Cecil Corkum, Mrs. 
Edith Clark’s decision not to run for re-election as trustee and 
Miss Wilma Paine’s retirement as librarian. All of these dedicated 
people had served twenty years or more. Miss Paine and Mr. 
Douglas Parsons are now serving as our new trustees. Mrs. 
Phyllis Peterson and Mrs. Luzanne Pierce have joined the staff. 

In April a reception was held at the library in Miss Paine’s 
honor. 

The service to shut-ins continues. Books are exchanged every 
three weeks. This service is made possible by the interest of Mrs. 
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Mary Davis from the library staff and Mrs. Rosamond Tee, a 
volunteer. 


Bi-monthly meetings held by the State Library for book 
selection have been attended, by the librarian, some members of 
the staff or trustees as have the Quarterly Council Meetings of 
the Central District. In conjunction with the book program work- 
shops have been held on mending, budgets, paperbacks and other 
subjects. These have proven very helpful. 


The librarian and Miss Paine attended the annual meeting of 
the New Hampshire Library Association at Colby Junior College 
and the annual meeting of the New England Library Association 
at Wentworth-by-the-Sea. 


Exhibits of books were placed in the window of Averys 
Insurance Office during Book Week and National Library Week. 
In cooperation with the A. A. U. W. an exhibit was set up at the 
library in observance of United Nations Week. 

New hours have been in effect since the first of September. 
On Wednesday we are open from 1:30 to 8:00 P. M. and on Friday 
from 10:00 A. M. to 8:00 P. M., not closing as formerly during 
the supper hour. The hours on other days remain the same. Our 
new schedule has proved to be of great convenience to our 
patrons. 

The librarian wishes to express appreciation of the gifts of 
money and worthwhile books which have been received during 
the year, 

Our greatest problem is lack of space, for the staff to work, 
to shelve our books and for adequate reading space. 

Yearly circulation of books and magazines was as follows: 
Adult fiction 138,545; Non-fiction 7,784; Childrens books 9,665. 
Four hundred and twenty seven new borrowers cards were issued.

The activities of the Wolfeboro-Brewster Memorial Library 
trustees during 1966 have been largely concerned with the con- 
sideration of the expansion plans, since it is self-evident that the 
present quarters are not adequate in any respect for the increased 
activity which the library has enjoyed throughout recent years. 

After a series of meetings between the trustees and the 
State Librarian’s office, it was decided to retain an architect who 
was then asked to make recommendations and submit plans for 
the renovation and expansion of the present library. 

in due course, a series of working drawings resulted at which 
time it was determined that the proposal to extend and renovate 
the present quarters was both impractical and expensive, and it 
was subsequently decided to shelve these plans in favor of seeking 
another site where an entirely new structure might be erected at 
a nominal extra cost and with much more satisfactory results. 

Since that decision was made the trustees have considered 
several possible sites and are hopeful that a location which will 
meet all necessary qualifications will shortly become available.

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LIBBY MUSEUM TRUST 


Trustees of The Libby Museum 
Wolfeboro, New Hampshire 


Dear Sirs, 


The Libby Museum again attracted young and old, including 
many more local residents, and the usual groups of summer vis- 
itors. Attendance was over 6,225 for the season. Actually there 
were more visitors since some do not sign the guest book. 


The Museum secured a large new exhibit of 27 migratory 
song birds all of which are native to this area. This fine exhibit 
was obtained from an old friend of the museum, Mr. L. R. Nelson 
cf Winchester, New Hampshire, who had previously furnished 
many of the other birds on exhibition. 


With the aid of a Town of Wolfeboro 1966 appropriation the 
exterior of the museum was painted. The result was so striking 
that many visitors from out of town believed that the museum 
was completely new. They did not notice the date 1912 over the 
entrance doorway. The shrub plantings furnished by the Wolfe- 
boro Garden Club have prospered and again were supplemented 
by annual flowers installed in the terraced trays by garden club 
members. 


Two major gifts were made to the Museum this year. Mrs. 
Madeline L. Hitchcock, a summer visitor and a relative of Dr. 
Libby, donated a complete lightning rod system (which was made 
necessary by the recent installation of a suspended ceiling with 
an ungrounded metal gridwork) the cost of which was $613.80. 
The rod installation on the building proper was supplemented by 
conductors on each of two tall pine trees which overhang the 
Museum. This removed the principal hazard to a building of 
this size and construction. 


The second major gift was a check for $100.00 from the 
Camp Kehonka Service Fund. This is a charitable fund of the 
campers and is disbursed upon a vote of the representatives of 
the campers to different causes. In accordance with the wish of 
the campers this donation will be used to secure additional exhi- 
bitional material of interest to children. 


Natural History exhibit donations this year included an 
armadillo shell, a Golden Rod Beetle, and a Wren’s nest. Coins 
donated included a Norwegian 5 Kroner, and East African 10 
Cent, and two-1909 Lincoln Head Pennies (with V.D.B. on reverse 
side). Also received were a rock crystal from Herkimer County, 
N. Y. (which is called a “Herkimer Diamond’), and a picture 
taken of the museum doorway in 1914. 


The Municiral Electric Department again donated electricity 
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for lighting and the Water Department donated water and the 
repair of the broken service entrance pipe. The New Hampshire 
Fish and Game Department furnished their newsletter which 
was posted as published. With the cooperation of the Carroll 
County Extension Service hundreds of U. 8S. Government and 
New Hampshire Extension Service booklets were made avail- 
abie for free distribution to museum visitors. Nearly all of the 
summer visitors were impressed by the fine exhibit loaned by 
Carroll County Extension Forester “Gibb” Dodge. This displayed 
the wood products, of all the larger manufacturers who operate 
plants in Carroll County. 

The usual display of paintings by local artists continued to 
bring favorable comment. During the summer over 87 works 
were hung. 20 different artists participated. In addition, an 
innovation this year was a photographic exhibit by a local photog- 
rapher Mr. Ned Bullock. The subject of his photographic essay 
was an old New Hampshire woolen mill in a town not far from 
Wolfeboro. 

I should like to take this opportunity to thank the Selectmen, 
Mrs. Cole, Mrs. Jones, the members of the Wolfeboro Police De- 
partment, Mr. Tasker of the New Hampshire Fish and Game 
Department, and ail the donors, artists and other volunteers who 
aided this year.

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Fire Commissicner’s Report 
1966 


As in years past your Commissioners have received splendid 
cooperation from the Fire Chief and his staff of permanent 
personnel, the volunteer organization and the general public. We 
hope that those who read this report will accept our sincere 
thanks to all concerned. 


In the opinion of the Chief and your commissioners our fire 
alarm system should be brought up to date and in keeping with 
the additional exposures that have come into being over the 
years. With new building in many areas of the community it is 
our feeling that during the forthcoming year, alarm boxes should 
be piaced in strategic locations where such coverage does not 
exist. Consequently we are recommending installation of five 
such devices at a cost of approximately four hundred dollars 
($400.00) per installation. This will allow the alarm system to 
keep abreast of the real estate growth. 


During the past year box 57 was installed on the Middleton 
Rd., with connecting cable of 2800 ft. together with the necessary 
supporting equipment placed on existing utility poles. 

With the assistance of the Electric Departments Line crew, 
8100 ft. of cable was replaced in the Bay and Mill Street area in 
connection with box 62. This is part of the continuing mainten- 
ance service that the Department carries on. 

It was also necessary to replace the alarm system batteries 
this year, the old ones having reached the end of their life span. 

As is the practice of the Department to annually replace 
certain sections of hose that are worn and aged, we replaced 550 
ft. of 214” hose and 500 ft. of 114” single jacket hose, after tests 
indicated that these amounts required replacement. 


For the convenience of the Department and the public, three 
new fire hydrants were installed by the Water Dept. during the 
past year, two being located at Winniconnet Shores and the other 
peing at King St. 

The Chief’s car being three years old it was traded for a 
new Chevelle after the usual bids were reviewed concerning such a 
purchase. It is the policy of the Department to prevent as far 
as possible, the obsolescence of our motive equipment consistent 
with the requirements of the Department.

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Chief Engineer’s Report 


To the board of Fire Commissioners and the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Wolfeboro: 


I herewith submit my reports for the year ending December 
oletvob: 


The Department answered 69 alarms for year of which 55 
were still alarms, 2 engineer’s calls, and 12 box alarms. There 
were 35 structual fires, 13 automotive fires, 9 grass fires, 5 
smoke scares, 5 false alarms, and 2 mutual aid calls. 


In answering the calls, the department traveled 323 miles, 
gave 295 man hours of service, used 1200 ft. of 214 inch hose, 
2400 ft. of 114 inch hose, 2700 ft. booster hose, raised 102 ft. 
ladders, and used 814 lbs. Purple “K’” Powder. 


The estimated value of the property, where there was over 
£50.00 damage, was $196,250.00, the amount of insurance cover- 
age was $54,000.00, and the amount paid for fire loss was 
$18,485.88. There were two losses that have not been completed. 


The department held fire evacuation drills in all schools 
and the dormitories at Brewster Academy. The department had 
6 men attend the Fire School at Gilford, N. H., 8 men attended 
the State Fire School at Fitzwilliams, N. H., and 1 member had 
a weeks training at the University of Maryland Fire School at 
College Park, Maryland. We completed inspection of 25 new oil 
burner installations. Inspected fire extinguishers and emergency 
lights in all public buildings. 


J wish at this time to thank the Commissioners, Call Firemen 
and *“itizens of the Town for their fine cooperation at all times.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


Fire records are made by people --- those who cause fires 
and those who control them. Your forest fire warden, deputy 
wardens, fire chief and firemen have, in spite of a prolonged 
drought, made one of the best fire control records in recent 
years. Despite a very dry spring, we in New Hampshire working 
together, have substantially reduced our fire incidence (885 in 
1965 to 595 in 1966.) 


fhis enviable record is largely due to two factors: 


1. A closely coordinated and integrated state-town organ- 
ization jointly carrying out programs of forest fire 
prevention, training and suppression with dedicated 
personnel. 


2. Your appreciation of our forest fire control program 
and your individual effort in practicing fire prevention. 


Statistics show, however, there is room for improvement. 
Major problems are still with us; (1) the careless disposal of 
cigarettes; (2) the householder’s carelessness in burning 
rubbish; (3) the failure of woodlot owners and contractors to 
completely extinguish their brush burning fires; (4) failure to 
extinguish camp fires; (5) unsupervised children playing with 
matches. 


New Hampshire has 4,339,000 acres of woodland to be pro- 
tected. In 1966 we experienced 595 forest fires on this area and 
restricted acreage burned to 3895 acres --- a fine testimonial to 
the efficiency and dedication of the men who make up our forest 
fire control organization. 
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/. If you must burn you will need a permit. Permits are 
not issued between 9:00 A. M. and 5:00 P. M. except on 
rainy days. Permits are not needed when the ground is 
covered with snow. To minimize risk the best way to 
dispose of rubbish is at your authorized town or 
municipal dumping area. 
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Be sure all discarded smoking material is out. 


3. Don’t leave a live camp or cooking:fire. 
4. Most important - Instruct your children that matches 
are not play things.

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REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS 
OF THE MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


Once again it is a pleasure to report a successful year for 
the Department. Sale of electric energy increased 9% over 1965, 
revenue was up 3.4% and, perhaps most important, outages were 
at a minimum. The rate revision which was effective January 1 
saved our customers approximately $12,800.00. 


In accordance with the approval of Article 12 of the 1966 
Town Meeting Warrant a five member study committee was 
organized “to examine and study the operation of the Depart- 
ment, to seek such professional advice as they may deem neces- 
sary, and make appropriate recommendations---------- .’ After 
several meetings, the committee agreed that the scope of the 
study would require professional advice. The firm of Rollins, King 
and McKone, of Manchester, N. H. was employed to make a sur- 
vey of the Department to determine whether the Department 
would continue to be an asset to the Town. 


The report of Rollins, King and McKone was presented to the 
Study Committee and Commissioners of the Department Febru- 
ary 6. In order that all who are interested may have an opportun- 
ity to study the findings and to make the report a matter of 
record, the report is made a part of this Report of the Commiss- 
loners. The Appendix of Exhibits is omitted but is available from 
the Department.

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ENGINEERING REPORT OF OPERATIONS 
MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC DEPARTMENT 


SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


On the basis of the analysis contained in this report, it is 
evident that the Municipal Electric Department can continue to 
operate without financial burden to the Town. It should not be 
necessary to incur any major expenditures requiring bond issue 
until about 1974 and then only if necessary to finance the second 
substation. Distribution system improvements which are recom- 
mended herein can and should be planned so they can be accom- 
plished in yearly increments and financed out of operating income. 


While the incremental cost (per KWH) of purchased power 
is going to increase as the load and use increases, income will 
increase so that the return to the Town will also increase. 


Retention of the generating plant has also been analyzed and 
the main factor supporting retention is its impact on the contract 
with Public Service Company of New Hampshire. In 1965, if 
the generating plant had not been in service, power purchased 
from Public Service Company would have cost $154,711.38 where- 
as the actual cost with the generating plant available was 
$74,032.96. This is best illustrated as follows:

It is therefore evident that the generating plant should be 
maintained and in a state of readiness. However, no major capital 
investment should be considered until its affect on the cost of 
purchased power is analyzed. 


It is also interesting to note the difference in consumer costs 
for electricity under the Municipal Electric Department’s and the 
Public Service Company of New Hampshire’s existing rates. 
With the exception of the General Service rate, the cost to the 
consumer would be greater under the investor owned utility’s rate 
schedule. 


Since the Municipal Electric Department is continually 
expanding, the fixed assets of the Department are continually 
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increasing, adding value to the Town and improving the borrow- 
ing ability of the Town for purposes other than the Municipal 
Electric Department. 


It is our recommendation that the Electric Department con- 
tinue to operate as a municipal owned utility since it can provide 
a continuing and increasing contribution to the Town. It is also 
recommended that a master plan for distribution improvements 
be prepared so that the costs of improvements can be programmed 
over a number of years rather than have a large expenditure 
occur in any one year. If possible, this should be based on a more 
detailed analysis of town growth than is intended under the scope 
of this report. However, it is recommended that immediate plan- 
ning be made to eliminate the vulnerability of the system at the 
generating plant. 


In view of the fact that this system is rather small when 
compared to most investor owned utilities, it is obvious that the 
addition of any large user of electricity such as an industrial plant 
could substantially affect predicted loads and operating costs. 
However, it should also be recognized that any capital costs in- 
volved for such a consumer would also result in increased income 
to the Department. In view of this, it is suggested that the Depart- 
ment review its operations at the end of each year and at any 
time that a major new load is under consideration and up-date 
the 10 year predictions so that a plan for the ensuing decade is 
always available. 

There is always the possibility of consideration of returning 
to fully generated power, which would of course require substan- 
tial investment for new engine generators to meet the present and 
future loads. In our opinion this is not considered feasible since 
power is now being purchased for $0.0070 to $0.0075 per Kilowatt 
hour while the cost of fuel alone for diesel engines is normally in 
the area of $0.009 per Kilowatt hour. 

GENERAL DESCRIPTION OF SYSTEM 

Under present operating conditions and projected operations 
for the next decade, most of the power required for the system 
is and will be purchased from Public Service Company of New 
Hampshire with a minimum amount generated in the Depart- 
ment’s Power plant. 

Power Plant: The power plant includes five diesel engine 
driven generators as follows:

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While all units are still in operating condition, it should be 
recognized that Nos. 2, 3 & 4 have nearly outlived their life 
expectancy and could not be depended on as a firm continuous 
source of power. Consequently, their use is limited to emergency 
service only. Units 1 & 5 are relatively modern and appear to be 
in good condition and could be depended on for a firm source 
of up to 1920 KW. This obviously is not sufficient to satisfy the 
demand load of 3130 KW now existent in the Town. However, in 
the event of a major outage on the Public Service Company of 
New Hampshire system, the Department does have capacity to 
provide emergency power from the engine generators to satisfy 
most of the needs of the Town and by scheduling can keep 
individual inconvenience to a minimum. 


Purchased Power: Wholesale power is now being purchased 
by the Town at 33,000 volts and transformed down through a 
3750 KVA transformer to 4160 volts for distribution. The power 
is purchased under a Contract with Public Service Company of 
New Hampshire. It is an economical rate from the Town’s view- 
point and would not be possible were it not for the existence of the 
Town’s Power Plant. If prime power were to be purchased on the 
basis of published rate schedules of Public Service Company of 
New Hampshire, the cost to the Town would be substantially 
greater. The effect of the Contract is that the Town should main- 
tain the Power Plant in operating condition, in order to have its 
capacity available not only as an emergency plant, but also to 
comply with the intent of the Contract. 


Distribution: Power is distributed at 4160 volt, 3 phase, 4 
wire, 60 cycle over five separate circuits, all of which emanate 
from the Power Plant. 


These circuits are:

While the system appears to be adequate at present, as loads 
on the system increase, it will be necessary to rebuild or rein- 
force sections of the system to keep voltage drop to an acceptable 
level. The greatest vulnerability to continuity of service to the 
Town exists because all power is generated in or transmitted into, 
and all feeders leave from the power plant. Consequently, a fault 
on the bus or a fire in the plant could result in possible prolonged 
outage throughout the Town. 


ESTIMATED LOAD GROWTH 


History of Growth 1956-1965: Department Records as taken 
from the annual reports indicate that from 1956 with a total sale 
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of electricity of 4,505,865 KWH to 1965 with a total of 10,768,721 
KWH, the use of electricty in the Town kas more than doubled. 
If the amount for the High School is deducted from the 1965 total, 
the increase in all other sales is 109% for the 10 year period. 


Estimated Load Growth 1967-1976: Based on 1966 KWH 
consumption records the domestic and general service loads con- 
stitute 76% of the total KWH sold. History shows that this has 
been relatively constant from 1956 to 1966. It is evident then, that 
the domestic and general service loads play the most significant 
role in projected total KWH. 


Projected domestic and general service loads from 1966 
through 1976 are direct extensions of the mean loads for the 
respective services as recorded for the years 1956 through 1965. 


It is quite possible that the projected load for a specific year 
can vary somewhat from the actual load. However, on a ten 
year forecast it is felt that the mean projection, although con- 
servative will most closely follow actual conditions. Consistent 
with a reasonable amount of accuracy, increases and decreases in 
KWH projections should not effect the conclusions of the report 
since all data is relative. 


ESTIMATED REVENUE 1967-1976 


Operating Income: Operating Income has been estimated by 
rate categories as covered by the Department’s Rate Schedule. 
Income estimates were calculated on the predicted KWH use per 
year at an average cost per KWH based on analysis of income 
per KWH in past years. Income for street lighting has been in- 
cluded at its full value on the basis of the rates carried by the 
Department. Contributions to the Town in this regard should be 
credited to the Department since the cost for street lighting from 
an investor owned utility would be even greater as indicated 
elsewhere in this report. 


Operating Expenses: In order to separate costs into various 
categories and to relate increases in costs in relation to system 
growth, it is necessary that assumptions be made such as to 
amount of generation versus purchased power. On the basis of 
1965 statistics, it has been assumed that an average of 12% of 
annual total KWH will be generated. 


Generation Costs: Generation costs are based on an approx- 
imate 1% increase per year for labor, fuel costs of $0.0088 per 
kilowatt hour, and other costs (repairs and maintenance) on an 
average of $7,500 per year. 

Purchased Power Costs: Costs have been estimated on the 
basis of the Contract with Public Service Company of New 
Hampshire. Inasmuch as secondary power is subject to an avail- 
ability basis, the costs have been based on the primary rate 
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of the Contract (i.e. demand at $2.97 per KW and consumption 
at $0.0053 KWH). If secondary electricity does continue to be 
available, then the costs would be considerably less and the 
operating profit would increase proportionally. 


Distribution: Even though past records indicate a lower cost 
per KW of increased demand for distribution system improve- 
ments and extensions to satisfy the increased demand, a cost of 
$200 per KW increase has been used to estimate distribution 
costs for the period. In addition, an allowance of $10,000 per year 
has been included for the years 1967 thru 1969 for improvement 
of the portions of the distribution system near the generating 
plant so as to eliminate the vulnerability which now exists. While 
it is not the intent of this report to design any improvements, 
preliminary analysis would indicate the desirability of a loop or 
ring bus from the substation with the other feeders supplied 
from the loop with sectionalizing switches. Under the existing 
installation, a bus or breaker failure or fire in the power plant 
could result in an outage of the entire town. With the sectionaliz- 
ing system the only feeder affected would be the one on which the 
fault occurred and it could be isolated during repairs. 


Street Lighting: An allowance for a nominal increase in 
construction cost per year of about 2% has been used as a basis 
of determination for future costs. 


Accounting & Collecting: An allowance for a nominal 
increase in cost of about 1% per year has been made. 


Administration & General: During the period from 1960 to 
1964 the average increase in cost for this item was $3,700.00 per 
year. This amount has been used for an estimated yearly increase. 
It should be noted that this item includes insurance and retirement 
benefits for the Department’s employees, as well as administra- 
tive costs. 


Depreciation: Depreciation of equipment and materials of 
the Department has in the past varied from 2% per year on 
structures to 10% on transportation equipment. In order to arrive 
at an estimated amount for future years, depreciation has been 
related to increase in fixed assets in proportion to load growth. 
On this basis, and using an average increase in load of 130 KW 
per year, an allowance for increased depreciation of $15 per KV 
of load increase has been made or a yearly increase of $1950. 


Interest Expense: Interest expense is based on the bond 
indebtedness of the Department and reflects the maturity of all 
bonds by the end of 1976. | 

Transmission Line Expense: A nominal allowance has been 
made for each year for normal maintenance of the line. In 


addition, an allowance of $4,000 has been made for addition of_. 
cooling fans in 1971, to increase the rating of the 33/4.16KV, 
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transformer from its self cooled rating of 3,750 KVA to 4,700 
KVA. This should be adequate for demand loads estimated thru 
1976 (4860KW or 4550 KVA at 96% Power Factor.) However, 
any change in predicted loads, such as the possibility of a new 
industrial plant in the town, could require the addition of a 
second transformer. The predicted loads should be reviewed each 
year and planning made for the eventual need for the second 
transformer. On the basis of the predicted loads, it would appear 
advisable to consider 1973-1974 as a target date for preparation 
of plans and placement of orders for the required equipment. In 
terms of today’s costs, this would probably require an expenditure 
of $75,000.00. 


Other: Other costs which affect the financial operations of 
the Department but are not directly concerned with production 
and sale of electricity are as follows: 


Non-operating Profit: This covers the purchase and 
resale of appliances to employees and other similar functions. 
Since it does not directly affect the operations of the De- 
partment, it can be regulated so as to be profitable and has 
been included in the overall analysis as increasing slightly 
each year. The amount expended and the income received is 
somewhat irrelevant so that only the profit has been included. 


Free Labor & Material & Maintenance of the Bell Shop: 
These items have been included as a nominal amount, in- 
creasing slightly each year. They are included since thev 
represent services received by the town which would have 
to be paid if the Municipal Electric Department did not exist. 


Estimated Gain to Town: The estimated operating statement 
for 1965-1976 indicates that in the period of 1965 thru 1976, the 
cumulative gain to the Town from the operations of the Municipal 
Electric Department will be in the order of $650,000 during which 
the Town will redeem all outstanding bonds relating to the Muni- 
cipal Electric Department in the amount of $289,000, resulting in 
a net gain of about $361,000. While it is true that most of this 
will be re-invested in the Department it will also result in increase 
of the fixed assets of the Department. 


COMPARISON TO INVESTOR OWNED UTILITY COMPANY 


If the Municipal Electric Department were sold to an investor 
owned utility company, the town, would realize income from real 
estate taxes on all of the assets of the system. Assuming that an 
investor owned utility would pay the book value of the system, 
the town would realize from the sale an amount approximating:

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With a 30% assessment and at the tax rate for 1966 of $6.80 
per $100, this would result in an income from taxes of $15,510.00. 
While this appears to be a welcome income to the Town, it is 
deceptive in that the Town in 1965, received services including 
free electricity for town buildings, street lighting at very nominal 
cost, and other free services totaling $24,161.00. This is summar- 
ized (for 1965 and 1966) as follows:

As the Net Gain to the Town from the Municipal Electric 
Department operations increases, when compared to an investor 
owned utility, the total cost to the Town will also increase. In 
addition is the fact that nearly all of the consumers would have 
an increase in their monthly electric bill under the investor owned 
utility.
